like to avoid the embarrassment of being refueed If ho were not eligible* 

2 • Thle natter wae dleoueeed with tho Ooneul General and a VI 00 
Consul in the Embassy whereupon a review of the file wae made and the 
Consul General etated they would appreciate any information which might 
aaalst then and the Pepartment in clarifying thle question ae to hie 
eligibility. In the flea Section there le on record in Subject '• file 
a note that SSDRZEMY would not be found eligible f but there wae no factual 
derogatory Information to support thle opinion. Since it wae Subject 9 e 
etated intention to request a visa, it wae decided to obtain further 
data and ae many details ae poa Bible from the Subjeot himself. likewise 9 
it wae deemed advantageous from a XOBABK point of view to interrogate 
bKDBZKHT personally for the olarlfioatlon of our own files and the o ontr a- 
dioting allogatione In them. Therefore , the writer interviewed H K D R ZS S T

3 < On 10 March the Consulate advised the Department that they were 
aware of Subject's interest in applying for a no n-eni grant visa and 
requested their opinion* The Consulate wae told by the writer that if 
Subjeot were not found to be Involved In activities which would prevent 
granting the vl*a 9 It would probably be of interest to PBPBIHB if he 
were granted a visitor's visa* 

4 * Subjeot has elnoe called and applied formally for a visa on 14 
April* At the same time he and hie wife called on the writer to say they 
were interested in going on a special TWA flight in May to the Hew Tork 
Coonerolal Pair. They also stated they were thinking of moving to 
France to represent the Otto Wolf firm since the eoooomy in Spain has 
paralysed the oonstxuotlon business. Hie income for tbe past two months 9 
he stated 9 was absolutely nothing*
